Thursday, May 19,1988 Contemporary Chamber Music for Voices and 
Instruments. 


The concert is a collaboration of two groups of professional musicians, the Camerata Ars 
Nova and I Madrigali. 


Camerata Ars Nova, directed by Charles Dallaire, Michael R. Edward, and Marc 

Laflamme, is a group of chamber musicians dedicated to the performance of instrumental 
compositions in non-standard combinations. They are particularly active in the performance of 
new works; several compositions have been written specifically for this group. 


I Madrigali, directed by Alexander Bauhart, was founded to perform sacred and secular 
music which is well suited for small vocal ensembles. Although most of their repertoire is 
from the Renaissance and Baroque periods, they are also active in the performance of 
contemporary works. 


The program consists of works by Gabriel Fauré and David Amram, of original arrangements 
of Polish and Roumanian folk songs, and of new compositions by Wolfgang Bottenberg and by 
Michael R. Edward. 


I Madrigali will give the first Montreal performance of the Cantata "The World is a Rainbow" 
by Wolfgang Bottenberg, a setting of nine poems for children by Henry Beissel. Both poet and 


composer of this work are faculty members of Concordia University. 


The first performance of Michael R. Edward's work "Meditations on Japanese Proverbs” will 
be given by the Camerata Ars Nova. Michael R. Edward studied composition at Université de 
Montréal, and at Concordia University.
